To the Chairman and Members of the 
Barrowtord Urban District Council. 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen, 


I have pleasure in presenting to you my Annual 
Report on the health and sanitary conditions of your 
district for the year 1960. 


Apart from a minor epidemic of measles 
fortunately of low virulence, one case of Poliomyelitis, 
and 1 case of Pulmonary Tuberculosis, the health of the 
people of Barrowford was good throughout the year. 


In a compact town of the size of Barrowford a 
ten years survey is a truer index than an Annual Report 
nevertheless with the accepted yardsticks of Infant 
Mortality Rate, Neo Natal Rate and Still Birth Rate, all 
of these are far below the National Rate for England 
and Wales, I am happy to add that for the twelfth year 
in succession, there has not been a maternal death from 
Barrowford. 


It is true the details within the report do 
not reflect the minor morbid physical state of the 
population, such as arthritis nor the mental state, but 
if the health of the nation progresses in the next 
thirty years as it has within the last thirty years, all 
these factors will be considered in annual reports of 
the future. 
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I would again take this opportunity to 
express my thanks and appreciation to your Council 
and officials for their courtesy and assistance 
on all occasions and also to the staff of the 
Health Department, Nelson, with whom you have a

The death rate from this 
Cauce Was 2.55 per 1,000 population, compared with a 
meoronal cate or 2.16 per 1,000. The corresponding 
Bove for Nelson was 2.15 per 1,000. 


Of the 31 inward transfer deaths, all but lL took 
place in hospitals or nursing homes. The age group 
75-80 years had the largest number of deaths with 1, 
or 19.72% of the total. There were 8 less deaths in the 
ages between LO and 65 years. 


The number of deaths exceeded the number of live 
births by 2 which was the smallest margin for many years.

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Water Supply. 


This came from the adjoining Borough of Nelson until 
the scheme for the re-grouping of Water Undertakings 
resulted in the formation of the North Calder Water 
Board, this was established on lst October, 1960. The 
area Supplied by the Board, is that of the Boroughs of 
Weilson and Colne, the Urban District of Barrowford and 
Beteriteld, and parts of the Burnley Rural District. 


Bic inerper made no diitference te the water supply to 
your suchority,( this still comes from the same source, 
that is, the gathering grounds and works of the former - 
Nelson Undertaking. 


Upland service water and spring water on gathering 
grounds on the east and also on the west of the Board's 
peo Collected in reservoirs which have a total 
Gapacity of 470,000,000 gallons. The water before going 
anae supply is mechanically filtered and chlorinated, and 
Samples of Doth the raw and treated water are taken 
regularly by the Undertaking's Officers. During the year 
112 samples were taken, 58 of raw water and 51 of treated 
water subjected to bacteriological examination and 3 for 
chemical analysis. In every case the result was 
satisfactory. The water has no plumbo-solvent action, 
and was satisfactory both in quality and quantity. 


it is estimated that with the exception of 
approximately 64 people living in 43 houses who have 
private water supplies, there sre 1877 houses with a 
population of approximately 4,600 that are supplied from 
the Board's mains. This figure includes 12 new houses 
connected during the year. No houses are supplied by 
means of stand pipes. 


There were 518 yards of extension to water mains 
carried out during the year as follows: To cxisting houses 
179 yards, to new houses, 237 yards (of )" main) and 
102 yards (of 6" main). 
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Although 19 houses in 2 rows had joint- service 
pipe replacements carried out, it is estimated that 
there are still approximately 59 houses which have 
not an adequate internal water supply due to the 
defective condition of joint-service pipes. 


Drainage and Sewerage. 


The Sewerage system serves all the urban area 
with the exception of farms and some houses on the 
outskirts of the area. There is a natural 
gravitation to your Council's disposal works in the 
teow tyne area to the south west of the district and 
actually situate just in the Burnley Rural District 
mrea in the parish of Old Laund Booth. 


tne works, which are under the control of 
Mr. Highfield your Surveyor and Public Health 
ispecL.or, include automatic screening, detritus 
tanks, a storm water overflow, primary and secondary 
settling tanks, percolating filters, humus and storm 
Water tanks, and sludge drying beds. The final 
Sitsiuens is discharged into Pendle Water.

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Clean Food Campaigns. 


Your Authority adopted Byelaws for the Handling of 
Pood etc. in 2950 and general inspections of food 
premises were carried out during the year, but other- 
wise no special action was taken in connection with 
Clean Food Campaigns. 


Prevalence & Control over Infectious Diseases. 


An increase again in the number of notifications 
BPeceived made a total of 7/7, comprised as follows:- 
69 cases of MeaSles, 6 whooping cough, 1 poliomyelitis- 
paralytic, and 1 tuberculosis-respifatory. 


This was an increase of 52 on the previous year and 
was accounted for by the large number of cases of measles’ 
neutered. The case ancidence rate exceeded the 
iaaponal rate, but was less than the rate for the 
Borough of Nelson. 


Pmiere were ne cases of Scarlet Fever, Dysentery or 
Food Poisoning. The case of Poliomyelitis (Paralytic), 
fm adult, recovered and was able to resume his normal 
occupation. 


No deaths from notifiable diseases were registered 
Surine the year. 


The name of only one patient, a male, respiratory 
Gase was added to the Register of Tuberculous Patients, i 
but four cases, two males (respiratory) and 2 females 
(non-respiratory) were removed from the records, three 
of the patients haveing "recovered" and one died. 


At the end of the year there were 38 names on the 
register, 32 respiratory cases (18 males and 14 females) 
and 6 non-respiratory cases (lmaic and 5 fomales). This 
Mes a cecrease of three cases on the position at the 
befanning of the year. 


The notification of tuberculosis was apparently 
efficient and no action was found to be necessary under 
Section 172 of the Public Health Act, 1936 for the :
